Germans ‘Surrender Guns 


CORNS 


Huge Amount of Armament Either 
Surrendered or Destroyed. 

German guns surrendered accord- 
ing to the latest returns, up to No- 
vember 25th, is 30,500. The total 
number of guns destroyed is 27,650. 
Within the last five months 11,000 
guns have been destroyed. In addi- 
tion to the above figures, 6,000 guns 
in process of manufacture have also 
been destroyed. The total number 
of trench mortars surrendcred is 10,- 
000; the number destroyed is 7,300. 
The total number of machine guns 
surrendered is 63,100. Of these 48,- 
300 have already been destroyed. The 
total number of rifles surrendered is 
2,324,900; the number destroyed 
amounts to 2,206,400. A considerable 
number of small arms are still being 
collected by the German Government, 
and will in due course be handed to 
the Commission of Control Some 
have been handed in already. With 
regard to small arms ammunition, the 
total amount surrendered is 405 mil- 
lion rounds, of which 170 million 
rounds have been destroyed, and 235 
million rounds remain for destruction. 
Of gun‘ammunition 32 million rounds 
have been surrendered, 18 million 
rounds having been destroyed,’while 
14 million remain for destruction.

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Sound Financing All Round 
The Great War brought about many ae and revealed many 


hitherto unsispected powers in Canada. This Dominion was discovered 
as being capable of wielding a military strength and prowess undreamed 
of by itself or any other people. It demonstrated its ability to produce 
munitions of war on a scale of great magnitude, Even under adverse con- 
ditions, its productive capacity in all directions was shown to be’ almost 
beyond measure when all its people willed to sacrifice, serve and work. 

But probably Canada’s most unexpected and amazing strefigth was re- 
vealed in its ability to finance itself even under the enormous ob‘igations 
and expenditures which war forced upon it. Before the war, Canada was a 
borrowing nation, and a borrowing nation on a large scale. The idea of 
Canada raising from among its own people the money necessary to carry 
on government and the large expenditures required for development pur- 
poses of a national character never suggested itself to the Canadian people. 
Federal and Provincial Governments, municipalities dnd large corporations 
were content/to float their bonds and sell their debentures in Great Britain 
and the United States. 

The Great War changed all this. At the outset, Canada borrowed 
from Great Britain; later it borrowed from the United States, During the 
last three years’ of the war, however, Canadians themselves supplied: their 
Government with all the money it required and a sufficient amount over 
and above its requirements to enable it to grant credits to Great Britain and 
other countries. Year after year the Canadian people furnished the Do- 
minion Government with sums far in excess of the total of Canada’s national 
debt before the war. : 

This not only contributed greatly to Canada’s strength during the war, 
but since, Tens of millions of dollars which otherwise would have been 
drained out of the Dominion in interest payments have been distributed 
among our own people. The cutting of interest bearing coupons has be- 
come a commonplace in homes all over the country. \ 

What was proven to be good policy for the Dominion as a whole is 
being recognized throughout the Prairie Provinces of Canada as good pol- 
icy for this western country; hence we find that the Governments of Mani- 
toba, Saskatchewan and Alberta have all devised schemes whereby those of 
theig people who have money to invest may lend it to their respective Goy- 
ernments on gilt-edged security and these Governments re-lend it to those 
of their people who are in need of money for development and productive 
purposes within the Province. As a_result, not only is Western money 
kept in the West, and interest payments thereon earned by Western peo- 
ple, but the money is put to work in the. West to further its development 
and increase its prosperity, And Governments are placed in funds without 
being obliged to go solely to Eastern and’ to forcign markets and remit 
large sums in interest payments to points Outside the Province. 4 

Nor is this healthy development, this adding of financial strength and 
independence to the West, being confined to Provincial Governments. 
Municipalities are appealing to their own’citizens and ratepayers to become 
the holders of municipal debentures. “A gratifying measure of success is 
attending these efforts—Regina being a notable example where several 
municipal bond issues have been fully subscribed for by its own citizens. 

As a matter of historical fact, even before the Dominion Government 
adopted the policy of floating popular Victory Loans, the Government of 
Saskatchewan had inaugurated the policy of going to_its own people to pro- 
vide the money necessary to carry through its Farm Loans plan, and in its 
appeal upwards of one million dollars was received. . Then the Dominion 
Victory Loans were inaugurated and the Saskatchewan Government: with- 
drew its appeal and held it in abeyance so as not to conflict with the war 
finance programme of the Dominion, With the war over, and the neces- 
sity for Victory Loan campaigns rémoved, Saskatchewan is again energeti- 
cally pushing the sale o# Karm Loan debentures to its own people. 

It is good policy for a ‘itizen ‘to buy the bonds of his own Province 
or municipality. Unlike the big financial corporations, it is not a money- 
making venture on the part offthese public bodies, nor is the honey merg- 
ed in the intricate and costly fmancial system of the whole country and the 
world. The system is admin{stered at cost—the lender receiving the high- 
est possible interest rate and fhe borrower securing his loan at the lowest

Skin currency, or made hgaver cur- 
rency, which was the Hitdson’s Bay 
Co. term, was invented by the Com- 
pany for the convenience of trading 
with the Indians. A prime beaver 
was the standard, and rated as a skin. 
Then ten muskrats were one skin, a 
red fox one skin, a cross fox from two 
to five skins or more, a bear from 
five to ten skins and soon. Then all 
articles in the trading store were pric- 
ed in skins, always bearing in mind 
one of the strict rules of the Chm- 
pany, that essential articles such as 
blankets, ammunition, clothing, etc., 
etc.,, were moderate in price, while 
beads, fancy shawls and belts, color- 
ed silks, were high in price. Gener- 


“ally. when an unsophisticated Indian 


came in with some furs, these were 
counted and valued»by the clerk. We 
will say they came to forty skins, 
then forty goose-quills were handed 
the Indian. He would think, some 
time, then divide them up, such as 
five quills (representing five skins) for 
@ blanket, four for ammunition, and 
so on. If you hurried him probably 
the whole business would have to be 
gone over again, as some important 
items would have been forgotten. So 
much for the skin way of trading, 
very dear to the heart of the older In- 
dians, for it was an invariable rule, 
that both before and after trading a 
small gratuity, generally of ‘tea and 
tobacco, was handed to him. With 
the introduction of the present cur-

styled in the north, all gratuities were

Agreement Between 
Britain and Russia 


Is Now Made Public 


The terms of the British-Russian 
preliminary trade agreement, which 
Leonid Krassin, the Soviet represen- 
tative, has taken to Moscow for con- 


sidefation officially, have been’ made 
public. The most important terms 
follow: 


“Each party agrees to refrain from 
hostile action or propaganda outside 
its bordet against the others institu- 
tions. The Soviet particularly agrees 
to refrain from any encouragement 
~of Asiatic peoples to action against 
British interests, especially in Asia 
Minor, Persia, Afghanistan and India. 

“British subjects in Russia and 
Russians in Great Britain will be 
permitted to return to their homes if 
they so desire, Each agrees not to 
impose any form of blockade against 
the other, or any discriminations 
against trade not imposéd on other 
foreign countries, Ships in the others 
harbors shall receive the treatment 
usually accorded foreign merchant 
ships by commercial nations, 

“The agreement provides for the 
clearance of mines from the Baltic 
and the approaches to Russia and the 
exchange of information regarding 
niines. It provides for the admission 
to both countries of persons appoint- 
ed to carry out the agreement with 
the right to restrict them to specified 
areas and the exclusion of any who 
are ‘persona nort grata,’ and also 
free communication and exemption 
from taxation. A renewal of tele-! 


graphic and postal facilities, includ- 
ing parcels post, will be arranged._ 
“Great Britain agrees to fefrain 
from attaching any gold - securities 
or commodities not identifiable as 


British Government property, which] - 


may be exported from Russia as pay- 
ment, for imports or securities for 
payments, and to refrain, as well, 
from legislation against the importa- 
tion of specie or bullion from Russia 
and from requisitioning such.” 

The preamble sets forth that the 
agreement is necessary ‘pending the 
conclusion of a formal general treaty 
between these governments whereby 
their economic and political relations 
shall be regulated in the future.” 

The agreement shall continue in 
force until the treaty is arranged 
except that either may, after a‘ year, 
give six months’ notice of its termin- 
ation. Infringement by either gov- 
ernment frees the other from its. ob- 
ligations, but the aggrieved party 
shall give the other a reasonable op- 
portunity of explaining or remedy- 
ing the default. 

The Russian Government recog- 
nizes in principle that it is liable to 
pay. compensation to private per- 
sons who have supplied goods or ser- 
vices to Russia. All claims of either 
government or its nationals against 
the other in respect of-obligations in- 
curred’ by existing or former govern- 
ments, shall be equitably dealt with 
by the treaty.

Communication For Submarines, 

The World War left behind it 2 
fascinating subject of speculation— 
what dreadful sort of engines will the 
submarine and aeroplane be when we 
enter “the next war?” 

Technical progress is constantly be- 
ing made, though little may be heard 
of each separate step. For instance, ' 

so far the submarine has been cut off 
from all communication with the rest 
of the world when it was submerged; 


only when on the surface of the water’ 


could it communicate with land sta- 
tions or other vessels. The electric 
waves penctrate sea water with great 
difficulty, and the receiving instru- 
ments in submerged boats have 
hitherto been Girable to detect and in- 
terpret them. 

” But now the finer development of 
the instruments is making it possible 
to receive slighter and fainter waves 
than they had yet been able to take 
note*of, The barrier is being brok- 
en down, and just as the radius first 
of wireless telegraphy and then of 
wireless telephony has been steadily 
expanding, so we can foresee the time 
when submerged ships will communi- 
cate freely and over long distances 
with one another, 

At present it is only a beginning; 
the radius of commuricasion falls 
away stecply as soon as the acrials 
of tiie boats are submerged™ The 
Wireless World is quoted to the ef- 
fect that if a submarine-running at 
full speed on the surface in a heavy 
sea has a range of fifty miles, its 
range will sink to twelve miles when 
ity aerials are just submerged and to 


three miles when they are nine feet 


below the surface. 

Even that is not negligible, but the 
imagination leaps to the time when 
submarines lying on the floor of the 
sea will peacefully concert their plans 
by wireless; when the Admiralty will 
be able to plot the positions of sub- 
merged merchant fleets, and when

Reclamation Work 
In Northern Alberta 


Conducting Extensive Surveys and 
Observations in Northern Part 
of Province, 


The Reclamation Branch of the De- 
partment of the Interior are conduct- 
ing extensive surveys. and observa- 
tions in Northern Alberta, with the 
view of providing relief and protec- 
tion from the overflow waters from 
the lakes, particularly Lesser Slave 
Lake. J. S. Tempest, chief engineer 
of the Reclamation Branch, has just 
left Edmonton for Ottawa to report 
on his work connected with the shr- 
veys carried on throiighout North- 
ern Alberta. He will lay before the 
government the schemes he has in 
mind and when he returns to Edmon- 
ton in April he will be in a position 
to carry into. effect the projects 
agreed upon. 

Lesser Slave Lake is otie of the 
biggest sources ,of trouble in the 
north country and extensive improve- 
ments have been found necessary to 
keep back the overflow waters. Con- 
siderable damage to property has 
ben caused by the heavy floods of 
last spring when Lesser Slave Lake 
rose eight feet above its normal level. 
The necessity of some protective 
measures to the property of the set- 
tlers, therefore, is apparent to the In- 
terior Department. 

One of the remedial measures sug- 
gested is the removal of the old wing 
dams giving a freer outlet for the 
lake. It is possible also that a new 
subsidiary channel may be cut in the 
first half-mile or so of the Lesser 
Slave River to be controlled by gates 
and to be called into use when the 
waters reach a dangerous height. 

Among the other projects sow 
ready to proceed with and likely to 
be commenced next summer are the 
Winagami and Cygnet Lake drainage 
scheme. Mr, Tempest states that 
both these lakes have been fully sur- 
veyed and that everything is ready for 
beginning work early in the season if 
the Ottawa authorities so decide. A 
large area°of good farming land will 
be opened’ up in each ‘case. 

It is the intention pf the Reclama- 
tion Branch to continue its surveys 
in other parts of the province and in 
Northern Saskatchewan, the latter 
forming part of the ficld covered by 
Mr. Tempest and his staff. Full in- 
structions for the season's operations 
will be pagsed after the survey figures 
now going forward have been looked 
into.
